BRINGS SUIT TO OUST 


COUNCILMEN. 


Attorney Creely Claims That They 


Violated Law in Granting 


Crematory Franchise. 


LONDON, Feb. 24.—When the debate 


on Mr. Beckett's proposed amendment 
to the address in reply to the Klng-'s 
speedh was resumed In the House of 
Commons today the attack on War 
Secretary Brodrick was cintlnvted. Win- 
ston Spencer Churchill, Conservative, 
declared Mr. Brodrick's expectations 
had only been realized In two dlrec- 
| tions, namely, in the decrease in the 
number of volunteers and In the de- 
crease of expens-es. 
He said "there 


were fewer bayonets and sabers in the 
British army in proportion to the num- 
ber o£ Generals than in any army in 
the world except the Venezuelan." 
The speaker further declared that the 


whole army scheme was a "humbug 
and a sham and was only Introduced 
with the object of militarizing Eng- 
land." 


He asked where the Government ex- 


pected the three army corps intended 
for foreign service to operate. 
It was 


not in South Africa, and such a force 
was not needed on the Indian frontier. 
They certainly could not contemplate 
the three army corps operating In Can- 
ada, for the United States was "no 
more prepared to invade Canada than 
Great Britain was prepared to Invade 
the United States." 


James H. Creely, as attorney for Pat- 


rfck H. Sexton, a resident and proper- 
| ty owner of the Second Ward, filed pa- 
pers today in an action to summarily 
oust ten members of the Council from 
office. 
George W. Dornin is the only

Mr. Creely Is the attorney for the pro- 
testants, and is running as an inde- 
pendent candidate for the Council on 
that issue. 
In spite of his energetic 
protests, the Council granted the fran- 
shise which provides for locating the 
proposed'crematory at Twenty-sixth 
and Magnolia streets. His clients have 
already filed another action to have 
the franchise declared void and to pre- 
vent the crematory being erected on 
that site.

signed by President Palma and

by

Squires. It does not specify the price 
of the properties to be acquired by the 
United States and this detail Is left to 
be settled by the usual

con-

tified as naval bases, the Gulf of Mex- 
ico would not be possible of occupation 
by a hostile fleet, and the Caribbean 
Sea would be unsafe for an enemy.

tile Isle of Plmes. T-he Indications now 
are that the United States government 
will not press strongly In this matter. 
The reason for 
the 
indifference Is, 


first, the unavailability of the Island as 
a naval base, owing to the shallow wa- 
ter surrounding It, and, second, the 
really strong sentimental .attachment 
of the Cubans for 
the 
place, which 


would cause a feeling o£ resentment 
toward .the United States In the eveiit 
that the Isle was taken away.

"We have commenced this action not 
so much to abridge the terms of the 
Councilmen as to get a quick decision 
on the validity of the ordinance," said 
Mr. Creely. "While the defendants will 
go out of office in March, the law re- 


' quires an adjudication of a case like 
this within twenty-five days. 
If the 
Councilmen have not violated the pro- 
visions of the act of 1S97, then the or- 
dinance Is valid. But If the franchise 
was granted contrary to that law, it Is 
void and the defendants have forfeited 
their offices. In short, we have resort- 


j ed to this summary proceeding to get a 
quick decision as to the validity of the 
ordinance. It is the franchise we are 
after, not the Council."

yard, completely prostrating the In- 
valid.

the story he left immediately for Kes- 
wick, saying if the statements

verified, he will prefer serloua charges 
against Irons.

side 
the 
building. The 
laboratory, 


formerly used by a 
chemistry 
class, 


has been converted into a school room 
and for a while relieved the strain. 
But when the school opened this last 
term there was such a marked 
in- 


crease that other rooms had to be se- 
cured. 


When the question of more school 


room was raised and it was proposed 
that a new building be erected, many 
people suggested that an addition be 
made to the old building, which is still 
In a fairly pood condition.

.greater majority of the taxpayers, who

The rapidity \vlth which Haywards

\ng up indicates that within the next 
few years several hundred new pupils 
•will be added to the enrollment at the 
Haywards school. To handle this ever 
increasing enrollment, a change must 
be made at once. That change will 
undoubtedly mean the building of a 
new sel-ool house, so srreatly In favor 
of such action are the residents of the 
Laurel School district.

So 
sacred was the letter of the constitu- 
tion regarded that the Supreme Court 
in the decision written by Chief Jus- 
tice Taney In the Pred Scott case up- 
h»ld the clause of Section two of Ar- 
ticle four, which says: 
"No person 


held to service or labor in one State, 
under the laws thereof, escaping into 
another shall, in consequence of any 
law or regulation therein, 
be 
dis- 


charged from such service or labor, 
but shall be delivered up on claim of 
the party to whom such service or la- 
bor may be due." although the Justice, 
who is to this day execrated for that 
flecision, stated that "law and custom 
had treated this unhappy race (the ne- 
groes) as having no rights that a white 
man was bound to respect." 


It has been said that this Judgment 


had been written out by 
the sword. 


The Irrepressible conflict between the 
fundamental law of the land and the 
sentiment of an enlightened and hu- 
mane age caused an arbitrament by 
the sword, but in the end, the_constitu- 
tion was amended in. strict conformity 
with the letter of that document. The 
constitution was 
not 
abolished 
by 


military power nor abrogated by the 
Supreme Court; on 
the contrary, it 


mended and preserved in strict 


conformity wiih the great charter of 
human liberty on which it was based— 
the Declaration of Independence 


The assertion that John Marshall ab- 


rogated a syllable of the constitution 
Is a groundless accusation made in ig- 
norance. 
John Marshall's interpreta- 


tion of the Federal constitution was 
the same as Daniel Webster's, Andrew 
Tackson's, Henry Clay's and Thomas H. 
Benton's. It was that the organic law 
was strong enough to enforce Itself 
and was framed with intent to create a 
nation strong enough to resist pulling 
apart by every internal stress or ob- 
streperous demagogue. It was his in- 
terpretation that put down the whisky 
rebellion and balked 
the 
designs of 


that traitorous conclave, the Hartford 
Convention; 
suppressed 
Nullification 


in South Carolina, and finally put dowr 
the Great Rebellion, ending the perpet- 
ual political struggle between two sec- 
tions of a country half free and half 
slave. 


The operative portions of the con- 


stitution comprise six articles. 
With 


the exception of the amendments (13, 
14 and 15") abolishing slavery and en- 
franchising the 
negroes, 
the instru- 


ment stands today as It was written, 
and in accordance with the interpreta- 
tion the Supreme Court has placed 
upon it, from John Marshall to Mel- 
ville Fuller. 
The other twelve amend- 


ments were adopted shortly after the 
constitution 
became 
operative, and 


are in entire harmony with the spirit 


much that the New York of today 


can thank him tor. 


There is no earthly reason why the 


city campaign should not be conducted 
sensibly and decently.

Governor will sign the bill in question 
when it comes before him. 


WILL BE IMPORTUNED. 


Of course, the business men of this 


city will leave no stone unturned to 
fllsa.bu.se the mind of Governor Par- 
dee of this idea. They will try to make 
it appear that this is a duty which he 
owes not alone to himself bxit also tc 
the State to give his sanction to 
the 


measure. Besides, it will be urged that 
the money could not be used for any 
purpose save that for which it was ap- 
propriated and would, therefore, 
lie 


and rust in the vaults of the treasury. 
Despite this fact, while speaking: on the 
subject today the Governor said: 


GOVERNOR IN DOUBT.

bly be. The directors asked for J130,- 
000 for salary and support and got It." 
P A I N E D OVER ADULT BLIND CASE 


Regarding (lie failure to give 
the 


Home for the Adult Blind $20,000 for a 
new building Chairman Dunlap said: 


"We voted that out of the committee 


witli the recommendation that it do not 
pass, but I was sorry to do it. 
We 


knew It was needed, but we couldn't 
allow it. That is an awful place, but, 
if it went there, people in other sections 
would say that we were cutting down 
things elsewhere, and that the Gover- 
nor .was pulling them to institutions 
near his home city. 
And yet I think 


this appropriation was deserved. 
You 


have been up there when these blind 
men are worrting with corn. 
If a fire 


should take place, we would all feel 
satisfied that, by an appropriation of 
money, the pln.ce would he a whole lot 
safer. 
I told Superintendent Saunders

THE D U N L A P FUND. 


Regarding

GOVERNOR WILL SIGN THE SAN 


TA FE BILL. 


The Santa Pe bill will surely receive 
the signature of the Governor and thus 
become a law. For some days past, 
there has been some doubt entertained 
on the subject because it was alleged 
that the bill, which intended ostensibly 
to enable the Santa Fe road to enter 
Oakland by the purchase of the Cali- 
fornia and Nevada was In reality 
medium by means of which the South- 
ern Pacific road could ally itself with 
some outside company, incorporate in 
another State and thus compel liti- 
gants and others having- relations with 
it to experience a great deal of trouble. 
This suspicion was given expression 
to in THE TRIBUNE and attracted a 
great deal of attention. • Governor Par- 
dee had inquiries made on all sides re- 
garding the measure. 
SANTA FE ATTORNEY'S ASSUR- 


ANCE. 


As a consequence of the publicity 
given to the alleged dual purpose of 
the bill. Attorney Seery of Los Ange- 
les, of counsel for the Santa Fe road, 
called on the Governor and had a 
lengthy conference with him regard- 
ing this same bilf. 


The Governor was well informed as 
regards all the steps taken in Oakland 
regarding the entree to that city of the 
Santa Fe road, and plied Mr. Seery 
with questions bearing on the subject. 


Attorney Seery said that there was 
no reason to doubt that the measure In 
question had been introduced in the in- 
terests of the Santa Fe road. That, he 
declared, was the manner in which the 
Santa Fe road acquired smaller roads. 
:t was simply a kuestion of bookkeep- 
ng. Instead of having a number of lit- 
:le roads kept separate they were joined 
with the system. The bill had worked 
satisfactorily for three years before. It 
vas given that limit when it passed be- 
'ore. It was under that bill that the 
Santa Fe road acquired the San Joa- 
quin Valley road.

Interesting Contest Overtfe^Election 


of a Leader- -Women Have a 


Lively Contest.
